Cardinal Oreglla, dean of the sacred 
college, feels worn out owing to his 
unaccustomed exertions. 
IJIs life as 
a cardinal has been one of u n in ter­ 
rupted serenity, and he now practical­ 
ly bears the burden of the church and 
also the m inute details of the p re p ara ­ 
tions for the obsequies of the pope 
nd the conclave.
